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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  AlEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  16th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  West  Lancashire  during  1961. 

The  district  has  remained  healthy  and  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  has  remained  low.  There  were  501  cases  notified  compared 
with  480  in  1960.  436  of  these  were  cases  of  measles  at  the  beginning 

of  the  year  and  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  at  the  end  of  1960. 

The  birth  rate  was  19.6  per  1,000  population  compared  with  19.9 
in  1960. 

The  death  rate  was  12.8  per  1,000  population  compared  with  12.4  in 
1960.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  12.8  per  1,000  live  births  com¬ 
pared  with  19.5  in  the  previous  year,  a  very  satisfactory  reduction. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  population  of  West  Lancashire  continues  to  increase,  the  mid- 
1961  estimate  being  56,050.  On  the  occasion  of  my  first  report  fifteen 
years  ago  in  1946,  the  population  was  40,230.  Doubtless,  with  con¬ 
siderable  building  going  on  in  Maghull,  Aughton,  Lydiate  and  Aintree, 
this  population  figure  will  continue  to  increase. 

The  staff  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard 
of  work  during  the  year.  They  made  3,879  inspections  during  which 
417  nuisances  were  found  and  367  abated. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,169  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  572  were 
male  and  597  female  ;  and  including  40  illegitimate  births  17  male  and 
23  female.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  20.9  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (comparability  factor  0.94) 
was  19.6  compared  with  19.9  in  1960.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  17.4. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1961  was  15,  of  which  10  were  male 
and  5  female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  12.7  per  1,000  hve  and  still 
births.  2  of  these  births  were  illegitimate. 
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Deaths 

The  toial  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1961  was  565,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  25  over  the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  10.1  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.27)  was  12.8  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  12.4  in  1960.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12.0. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths  connected  with  child¬ 
birth,  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still) 
was  Nil. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  In¬ 
fant  Mortality  rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  live  births,  a  decrease  on  the  figure 
for  1960  which  was  21.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.4.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District,  but  patients  are 
accommodated  in  the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital,  which  has  a  Mater¬ 
nity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals  of  the  adjacent  towns  of  Liverpool, 
Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the 
Fazakerley  Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  to  the  New  Hall  Isol¬ 
ation  Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
from  Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby  and  Maghull.  In 
general,  an  ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within 
15  minutes.

SCARLET  FEVER 

Fifteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  All 
cases  were  of  a  mild  type  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove  one  of 
them  to  hospital.  The  general  policy  is  to  remove  to  hospital  such 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  are  living  under  overcrowded  conditions, 
or  in  such  circumstances  that  they  become  conveyors  of  infection 
through  inefficient  isolation.

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  due  to  the  energetic  policy  of  Immunisation  which  has  been 
carried  out  over  the  last  ten  years. 

Central  Clinics  are  held  at  certain  of  the  schools  in  the  Rural  District 
where  children  from  the  neighbouring  schools  attend  for  immunisation 
treatment,  together  with  pre-school  children  from  the  surrounding 
districts.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1.  Food  Hygiene 

The  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene  for  food  premises 
which  commenced  six  years  ago,  with  the  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  has  continued,  and  there  are  very  few  food  premises  now 
which  do  not  conform  to  the  standards  as  required  by  the  Regulations. 
New  shopping  centres  adjoining  new  housing  estates  have  been  built 
in  many  parts  of  this  rural  district,  and  the  shops,  including  the  now 
common  “  super-market  ”,  are  of  a  very  high  standard  indeed. 

With  the  building  of  these  new  shops  competition  has  played  its  part 
and  many  of  the  old  established  shopkeepers  have  realised  that  they  too 
must  possess  modern  premises  with  which  to  retain  and  attract  cus¬ 
tomers. 

Propaganda  in  the  Press  and  Television  on  the  importance  of  clean 
food  is  also  having  its  effect  on  the  public,  insomuch  that  complaints 
are  now  being  received  regarding  the  quality  of  food  which  a  few  years 
ago  would  have  caused  no  commient. 

Three  new  school  kitchens  and  two  new  public  houses  have  been 
erected  during  the  year  replacing  old  and  unsuitable  premises. 

One  cafe  has  been  closed  without  legal  actidn  being  necessary,  and 
considerable  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  food  premises 
attached  to  a  famous  racecourse  and  to  a  large  industrial  canteen. 

The  district  contains  many  agricultural  premises  where  the  plucking 
and  dressing  of  poultry  is  carried  on,  and  although  some  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  there  is  still  a  great  amount  of  work  to  be  done 
before  all  premises  can  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Seventy-one  premises  used  for  boiling  and  peeling  shrimps  are 
registered  with  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  All  these  premises  comply  with  the  general  food  premises 
standards. 

Bye-laws  under  Section  15,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  are  in  opera¬ 
tion  for  securing  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
sold.  All  hawkers  premises  within  the  area,  and  all  hawkers  of  food 
are  registered  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers) 
Act,  1951.  During  the  course  of  the  year  efforts  have  been  made  to 
inspect  all  hawkers  vehicles  and  premises,  but  supervision  is  difficult 
with  this  type  of  trade  because  of  the  constant  changing  that  takes 
place. 

Thirty-two  samples  of  shellfish  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  thousand,  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  inspections  were  carried 
out  to  food  premises  during  the  year.

A  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  certificates  of 
disrepair  and  other  consequential  work  as  required  by  the  Rent  Act 
was  noted  during  the  year.  It  is  considered  that  the  Act  has  not  been 
the  success  as  anticipated  because  of  the  many  confusing  forms  to  be 
completed,  the  time  lag  between  the  service  of  the  forms  and  the  fear 
by  some  tenants  of  eviction  from  their  homes. 

However,  it  can  be  reported  that  on  the  larger  housing  estates  main¬ 
tenance  work  is  being  continued  by  the  owners  without  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  the  Local  Authority. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


This  Local  Authority  being  mainly  agricultural  and  having  very  few 
major  works  of  industry  is  considered  a  “  white  ”  area  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

Regular  inspections  of  furnace  installations  in  industrial  establish¬ 
ments,  and  observations  for  smoke  emissions  are  carried  out.  Generally 
these  emissions  are  well  within  the  permitted  limits  as  to  time,  colour 
and  density. 

Several  applicants  have  been  granted  Certificates  of  Approval  where 
new  boilers  have  been  installed. 

In  the  large  horticultural  areas  smokeless  fuels  are  extensively  used 
in  greenhouses  for  soil  sterilisation  and  heating,  and  a  considerable 
improvement  has  been  noted  from  the  days  when  dense  black  smoke 
was  considered  an  unavoidable  adjunct  of  this  occupation. 


THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  stipulates  that  every 
Local  Authority  must  take  measures  to  secure  as  far  as  practicable 
that  their  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice  and  to  enforce  the  duties 
of  owners  and  occupiers  under  its  provision. 

To  achieve  this  aim  the  Council  employ  one  full-time  rodent  operative, 
who  will  treat  free  of  cost  any  infestation  at  domestic  premises.  This 
service  over  the  years  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  co-operation 
with  the  public  is  very  good. 

Business  premises,  including  agriculture,  can  be  cleared  of  infesta¬ 
tions  by  employing  the  Council’s  rodent  operative,  employing  private 
firms  or  doing  the  work  themselves.  The  farming  community  appear 
to  be  adopting  the  last  method  especially  now  that  Warfarin  is  so 
easily  available. 

Three  basic  elements  are  required  to  support  a  rodent  colony,  a 
supply  of  food,  a  supply  of  water  and  safe  harbourage  and  suitable 
nesting  materials.  In  this  area  the  banks  of  the  many  open  ditches  are 
excellent  sites  of  infestation  especially  if  poultry  or  pigs  are  kept  within 
easy  reach. 

The  only  control  measures  which  can  be  considered  satisfactory  are 
those  capable  of  achieving  complete  clearance.  The  degree  of  success 
of  any  operation  must,  therefore,  be  measured  by  subsequent  absence 
of  rodent  damage  and  not  by  the  number  of  rat  carcases. 

The  introduction  of  anti-coagulant  rodenticides  has  changed  the 
whole  outlook  of  rodent  extermination,  and  the  use  of  Warfarin  has 
proved  very  successful. 

Other  methods  of  destruction  employed  are  those  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  these  are  used 
according  to  the  situation  and  degree  of  infestation.
